Lieutenant General August Schomburg, USA, Commandant 
of the Industrial College of the Armed Forces, joins me in extend- 
ing to you a most cordial invitation to address the two Colleges in 
joint assembly on the subject, "The Intelligence Community, " at 
8:45 a. m., Friday, 1 October.
